- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was neached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner oraliy remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the intenrtew of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

(The identification of arguments need not be langtiiy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly.detalled description of the arguments is no» 
required. The Identification of Uie arguments is sufficient if the general nature or ttirust of tiie prindpal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in tiie context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feeis were or might be persuash^e to Uie examiner.)

7) If appropriate, the general results or outcome of U^e interview unless already described in the Infenrfew Summary Form completed by 
the examiner.
